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Abstract 



PURPOSE:To record/reproduce continuous signals as they are and to increase a data area where information is recorded besides 
by making a light spot access a prescribed address position and recording (or reading) the information while the light spot is made 
to follow up a pregroup (or a land) based on an inversion control signal thereafter. 

CONSTITUTION: Address information which is read by an address read circuit 8 is fetched and the beam spot S is made to access 
the specified address. Thereafter, a kick pulse is generated by controlling the driving of a kick pulse generation circuit 17 and the 
beam spot S is moved to the adjacent pregroup 21 on a side which is decided by the polarity of the kick pulse from the land 22. 
Simultaneously, the polarity of a tracking error signal is inverted by controlling the switching of a signal switching circuit 12. 
Continuously, a tracking servo is closed by executing the leading-in of the tracking servo. Thus, the continuous signals such as the 
format signal of a compact disk (CD) are recorded as they are and read. Besides, the data area is increased by as much as the 
address area which does not exist. 
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
